From  1947  to  1950,  farmers'  dollar  incomes 
dropped  26  percent,  their  purchasing  power  29  per- 
cent. In  1951,  farmers'  dollar  incomes  recovered 
about  half  of  their  previous  drop,  but  their  purchasing 
power  regained  only  a  fifth  of  its  previous  decline. 


Although  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  family  living 
items  have  remained  fairly  stable  since  1951,  further 
declines  in  net  dollar  incomes  have  reduced  farmers' 
purchasing  power  to  a  new  postwar  low  in  1953, 
approximately  equal  to  its  1941  level. 
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THE     FARM     INCOME  SITUATION 


FARM  INCOME  IN  1953  AMD  OUTLOOK  FOR  195U 

Realized  gross  farm  income  in  1953  is  about  k  percent  lower  ti®n 
in  1952,  but  total  production  expenses  are  down  onlj  2  percent.  Conse- 
quently, this  year's  realized  net  income,  estimated  at  12«5  bUlioo  dol- 
lars, is  a  billion  dollars,  or  7  percent,  below  last  year. 

Realized  gross  income  in  195U  is  not  expected  to  be  larger  than 
in  1953  and  may  be  a  little  smaller.    However,  some  further  redii^tion 
in  expenses  also  seems  likely,  so  that  farmer's  realised  net  income  in 
195U  may  hold  fairly  close  to  this  year's  level. 

The  purchasing  p>ower  per  dollar  of  income  remaining  after  pro- 
duction expenses  has  declined  in  U  of  the  last  5  years  as  prices  paid 
by  farmers  for  family  living  items  rose  nearly  15  percent.  Purchasing 
power  per  dollar  has  not  changed  much  in  1953^  but  the  decline  in  net 
dollar  incomes  has  reduced  farmers*  total  purchasing  power  in  1953  to  a 
new  postwar  low  approximately  equal  to  its  I9UI  level  (see  cover  ciart). 
With  price  and  income  relationships  likely  to  continue  about  the  same  as 
this  year,  no  significant  change  in  farmers'  purchasing  power  is  in 
prospect  for  the  coming  year* 

Gross  Income  in  1953 

Farmers '  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  1953  ^dJll  probably 
total  about  31 » 2  billion  dollars,  or  h  percent  below  receipts  in  1952* 
The  total  volum®  of  farm  warketings  is  at  a  record  high,  h  percent 
larger  than  last  year's  ¥olume,  but  prices  of  farm  products  are  aver- 
aging considerably  lower.    Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  total  about  17«7  billion  dollars,  and  the  estimted  crop  total 
is  13«5  billions    Both  are  down  about  k  percent  from  last  year,  and  in 
@ach  case  lower  average  prices  ®r@  offsetting  an  increase  of  aroimd 
k  percent  in  volume  of  sales* 

This  year's  decline  in  total  livestock  receipts  is  du©  largely 
to  a  sharp  drop  in  prices  of  cattle  and  to  smaller  declines  in  prices 
of  milk  and  butterfat.    Cash  receipts  from  cattle  and  calves  are  down 
around  10  percent  from  last  year,  and  dairy  receipts  about  7  percent* 
Other  declines  appear  in  receipts  from  sheep  and  lambs  and  fi^om  turkeys. 
Receipts  from  hogs  are  about  the  same  as  last  year,  with  a  smaller 
volume  of  sales  about  offset  by  higher  prices «,    On  the  other  hand,  re- 
ceipts from  eggs  are  up  nearly  10  percent,  and  receipts  from  chickens 
about  7  percent,  mainly  because  of  higher  prices. 
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Soybeans  and  potatoes  show  the  largest  declines  this  year  among 
the  various  crops.    Recsipll'S  froni  potatoes  are  (;iown  more  tlian  a  thirds 
with  sales  up  a  little' and '  prices  sharply  lower.-    ReC'ripts  frora  soy- 
beans are  '3o\m.  acout  20  percent  due  to  both  smaller  max- ke tings  and  lower 
prices On  the  other  hand,  receipts  from  corn  are  up  nearly  a  fifth,  ' 
with  larger  sales  more  than. of f sotting  lower  prices j    Smaller  increases 
appear  in  cash  receipts. from  sug".r  beets ^  oranges,  and  some  ether  fruits c 
Hcwcver*  receipts  from  rac^t  bf  the  other  priniipal'  crops,  including  cot- 
ton and  wheat,  are  dciAin  a  little  from  ia^t,;  year,  mostly  because  cf  lowsr 
prices,, 

Realised  gross  farm  nnccm-e  will  probably  tot-al  about  35  •!  billion 
dollars  in  19p3,  or  U  percent  less  than  in  .19>2f     In  addition  to  cash 
receipts  from  marketings,  realised  grofss  income  includes  the  value  of 
home-cons\Lrn3d  farm  products,  the  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings  and 
Goverriirent  rajTiients  to  farmers-,.    The  total  of  these,  additional  ir,ems  is 
about  6  percent  lower  than  last  year  dwe  to  IC -percent  declines  in  ' 
Government  payments  and  in  th"^  value  of  home  ccnsuiaption. 

Production  expenses  aM  net  income  in  19b 3. 

Total  farm  productiCn  .expenses  in  19^3  are  estimated  at  22^6  bil~ 
lion  dollars,  2  percent  less  tnan  last  year's'  totals    E>:cepT>  for  19^9.^ 
this  is  the  first  drop  in  the  annual  cost  of  farm  production  since  the 
year  1938 < 

Livestock  purchases  show  the  largest  relative  decline  this  year. 
They  are  down  more  than  a  fourth  because  of  lower  prices  of  feeder 
catt-lGo    Smaller  declines  occui'red  in  farmers'-  expenditures  on  feed  and 
seed  and  in  farm  rental  payments.    However;,  expenditures  for  fertilizer 
are  about  the  same  as.  l.ast  year,  and  small  increases  hare  appeared  in 
maintenance  and  depreci?tion  charge^ operating  costs  of  motor  vehicles, 
property  taxes,  farm  mortgage  interest  payments;  hired  labor ^  and  many 
of  the  smaller  miscellaneous  items,-    pn  the  whole,  current  operating 
expenses  are  down  t|  percent  this  year',  whereas  the  overhead  items  of. 
rent,  interest,  taxeS;,  and  depreciation  are  up  nearly  percent. 

Farmers-  realized  net  income  in  1953"-the  difference  between 
gross  income  and  total  prcductipn  expenses ---is  estimated  at  1.';  5  bil- 
lion dollars-..    This  is  a  billion  dollars  or  7  percent  louver  than  the 
revised  estimate  of  13c  5  billion  dollars  for  195>2 ,     (Revised  estjinates 
for  the  years  193)0"52  are  discussed  in  a  later  section  of  this  reports) 

As  farming  has  become  more  commercialized,  production  expenses 
have  been  taking  an  increasingly  .large  slice  of  farmers'  gross  incojie,: 
In  19^3,  farmers  are  retaining  as  n'et  incoite  only  about  36  percent  -of 
their  realized  gross  income,  the  smallest  percentage  .for  anj'' year 
since  1932-, 
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Outlook  for  19$h 

Present  prospects  are  for  soma  further  decline  in^  cash  receipts  ,  ' 
frm  farm  marketings  in  19Sho    With  acreage  restrictions  likely  on  some 
of  the  principal  crops,  the  total  voiwie  of  marketings  will  probably  be 
down  a  little  from  i953.e  and.r.o  offsetting  increase  is  expected  in  the 
average  of  prices  received  by  farmers.    The  largest  declines  in  cash 
receipts  next  year  are  likely  for  those  crops  whose  acreage  will  be 
reducede    However,  receipts  from  dairy  products  and  eggs  may  also  be 
down.    Realized  gross 'fai'm.  income  may  be  moderately  lower  next  year, 
in  about  the  same  proportion  as  cash  receipts  from  marketings* 

Some  further  decline  in  total  production  expenses  is  also  ex« 
pected  iri  195^1*    Further  increases  in  property  taxes  and  interest  pay- 
ments  may  be  about  offset  by  small  declines  in  rents  and  in  some 
depreciation  charges,  so  that  the  overhead  items  as  a  whole  may  not 
show  much  change.    However,  farmers  vjili  probably  reduce  their  cash 
outlays  for  many  of  the  current  operating  expenses  in  line  with 
lowered  production  prospects  for  next  year^ 

With  gross  inccme  and  expenses  both  expected  to  be  a  little 
lower  in  19Sh  than  in  1953>  fanners'  realized  ret  income  next  year  will 
probably  remain  somewhere  near  its  present  levels    'She  chances  are, 
however,  that  reduced  expenses' will  not  fully  compensate  for  the  ex-^ 
pected  decline  in  gross  income,  and  net  income  may  be  down  a  little,

prices  of  farm  products  during  this  period  were  only  partly  offset  by  a

The  above  comparison  is  based  on  revised  monthly  estimates  of 
^sash  receipts  for  the  year  1952,  de  vails  of  which  are  given  on  pages 
9"l5  of  this  report.    It  is  also  based  on  new  monthly  estimates  for  the 
first  half  of  1953 j  revised  in  line  with  the  latest  information  avail- 
able.   The  cumulative  totals  for  January  through  August  of  this  ye^r^ 
given  on  pages  5  and  8,  reflect  these  revisions  for  the  first  six  months 
as  well  as  the  new  estimates  for  July  and  August  published  in  this  report. 
The  new  monthly  estimates  for  the  first  6  months  of  1953  are  available  on 
requests 

The  9-month  total  of  crop  receipts  this  year  is  8oli  billion  dol" 
lars,  3  percent  less  than  last  year,  and  the  total  for  livestock  and 
products  is  down  5  percent  to  12,7  billion  dollars « 

Cash  receipts  in  September  are  tentatively  estimated  at  3»3  bil-' 
lion  dollars,  including  lo7  billion  from,  crops  and  1»6  billion  from 
livestock  and  products »    The  total  is  up  13  percent  from  August  but 
6  percent  below  the  revised  tptal  for  September  1952 «

REVISIONS  IN  THE  ANNUAL  ESTIMATES,  1910-52 


The  following  tables  carry  the  estimates  of  gross  farm  income, 
production  expenses,  net  farm  income,  and  related  series  back  to  I9IO 
on  an  annual  basis.    They  include:    (1)  revisions  in  the  income  and 
expense  aggregates,  confined  to  the  years  1950-5 2 |  (2)  revisions  in 
the  population,  employment,  and  number-of-farms  series,  which  affect 
most  of  the  series  on  average  income  back  to  1910j  and  (3)  some  minor 
changes  in  concept  and  tabular  organization. 

Changes  in  concept  and  tabular  organization 

The  change  in  concept  is  not  much  more  than  a  change  in  termi- 
nology, which  distinguishes  for  the  first  time  between  "realized**  and 
"total**  gross  farm  income.    The  previous  series  on  gross  farm  income, 
exclusive  of  inventory  changes,  is  now  designated  "realized  gross  farm 
incoiae,'*  A  new  series  including  inventory  changes  is  referred  to  as 
"total  gross  farm  incomee'*    The  results  appear  in  tables  1,  2,  and  11, 

The  series  on  "r^lized"  and  "total"  net  income  of  farm  oper- 
ators may  now  be  related  directly  to  their  gross  counterparts,  from 
which  they  are  derived  by  the  subtraction  of  expenses.    Use  of  the 
tern  "realized"  where  inventory  changes  are  excluded  also  removes  the 
possibility  of  confusion  in  terminology  as  between  the  national  aggre- 
gates here  presented  and  the  farm  cost  and  returns  series  for  typical 
family-operated  farms.    However,  "realized"  gross  and  net  income  re- 
Joain  the  principal  series  for  use  in  the  general  appraisal  of  farm 
operators'  income  on  a  national  basis. 

Table  lii  on  nonmoney  income  is  also  affected  by  this  change. 
The  previo\is  series  is  now  designated  "realized  nonraoney  income," 
and  a  new  series  on  "total"  nonmoney  income,  including  inventory 
changes,  is  presented. 

Reorganization  and  expansion  of  tables  3-6  is  solely  a  matter 
of  convenience  and  clarity  of  presentation,  involving  no  additional 
changes  in  concept. 

Revisions  in  gross  and  net  income,  19^0-52 

Revisions  made  this  year  in  the  estimates  of  aggregate  income 
and  expenses  are  limited  to  the  years  1950-52,    Those  for  1950  are 
quite  small,  both  individually  and  in  their  combined  effect  on  net 
incon».    Those  for  1951  and  1952  are  also  relatively  small  for  most 
of  the  individual  items,  but  they  are  almost  all  in  the  direction 
of  raising  net  income  for  1951  and  lowering  it  for  1952,    As  a 
result j  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators,  previously  estimated 
to  have  been  about  the  same  in  1952  as  in  195l>  is  now  shown  to  have 
been  down  about  8  percent,  or  more  than  a  billion  dollars.    The  2^- 
vised  estimates  for  1951  and  1952  and  the  amounts  of  revision  in- 
volved are  given  below  in  millions  of  dollars:

It  is  evident  that  all  the  individual  revisions  ware  relatively  small,  but 
that  their  cumulative  effect  on  net  income  liappened  in  this  case  to  be  relatively 
large.    Even  the  largest  individual  revisioii^  a  reduction  of  752  million  del  Jars 
in  the  1952  estimate  of  cash  receipts  from  marketijigs,  v/as  only  a  2~percent  ad- 
justment and  was  partly  compensated  for  by  an  upward  revi5:;ion  in  the  inventory 
change  for  that  year..    ThuS;  the  combined  effect  of  the  revisions  was  somewtHt 
smaller  on  operators'  total  net  income  than  on  their  realized  net  income. 

Revisions  in  divisors  of  aggregate-  income,  1910-52 

Some  of  the  population  esti/rr  tes  in  table  6_,  the  series  on  number  of  farm 
workers  in  tabls  8,  and  the  munuer-of -farms  series  in  table  9  have  all  been  re- 
vised from  1910  to  -date,  with  corresponding  revisions  in  the  estimates  of  per  cap- 
ita incoiTie  (-table  7)y  fa,rm  income  per  worker  (table  8);,  and  income  per  farm  (table 
9).  ...... 

•    The  revisions  .are  .perhaps  least  significant  in  the  case  of  the  population 
estimates.    The  f?rm  population  series  itself  is  not  changed^  but  there  are  small 
upward  revisions  f or  .the  .nonf arm  and  total  populations  associated  with  a  shift  of 
the  latter  from  an  April  1  to  a  July  1  aats.    This  has  resulted  in  minor  downward 
revisions  in  the -series  .on. per  capita  income  of  the  nonfarm  and  total  populations. 


To  obtain  an  annual  average  per  capita  income,  total  income  for  the  year 
should  logically  be  divided  by  an  annual  average  population  figure.    All  the  popu- 
lation estimates  were  shif ted.tvJ'o.year^.ago  from  a  January  1  to  an  April  1  dat,e, 
mainly  on  the  ground  that  the  latter  m.ore  nearly  represented  an  annual  average 
in  the  case  of  the  farm  populatiori. ,  .  J'Jie  changes  made  in  this  issue  complete  the 
shift  to  an  annual  average  basis-"for  the  nonfarm  and  total  populations  as  well 
as  the  farm  population.     The  farm  population  as  of  April  1  and  the  total  population 
as  of  July  1  are  now  taken  as  the  closest  readily  available  approximations  of  their 
respective  annual  averages;  and  since  these  two  figures  are  taken  to  represent  the 
best  approxiinations  of  annual  averages  instead  of  figures  for  a  single  specific 
date,  the  difference  between  them  is  considered  to  be  the  best  estlTiate  of  the 
annual  average  for  the  nonfarm  population,  despite  the  difference  in  dates.
